BULLETINS RECEIVED IN LONDON. 
Lorpor, Oct. 20.—It is only throagh diplo- 
matic channels that news can be obtained 
from the bed chamber of the dying Czar. 
feveral bulletins have been received from 
Livadia. The latest dispatch says that the 
Emperor's condition ifso low that the end 
may be expected any moment. 

A sensational report has been received by 
mall from a responsiiie correspondent at 
St. Petersburg. He writes that there is a 
widespread belief in the Rassian capital, 
that the Car is dying of poison. The cur- 
rent story is that the Emperor suddenly de- 
Came unconscious, while dining at Peterho!t 
two months ago. He remained insensible 
the entire night. Dr. Hirsch diagnosed the 
Case as cerebral congestion. From that 
time the Ozar’s strength rapidly diminished, 
his nights were sleepiess and he became 
amiicted with a severe melancholia. Prof. 
Zeachoryne suspected poisoning, and found 
traces of poison in blood drawn from the 


Emperor's arm. 
When the contents of the bulletin, issued 


known to-day there was a 
I feeting of relief in knowing that the 
Ozar still lives, asthe official silence of the 
previous twenty-four hours created intense 
anxiety. The bulletin was a dispatch from 
Livadia, saying that the Czar had passed the 
night of the isth almost sleepiess. It was 
added that his majesty rose in the morning, 
Friday, as usual, although he was suffering 
from great weakness and the action of the 
heart had not changed. 

In addition the aedema of the feet, which 
had previously appeared, had increased. 
The general condition of the patient, how- 
ever was unchanged. This bulletin was 
signed by the five doctors in attendance upon 
the Ozar and was cabled last night. 

Private advices from Livadia state that 
towards midday yesterday the graver 
symptoms continued. These advices add 
that His Majesty was terribiy depressed 
throughout the day. 

St. Petersburg advices ofthis morning say 
that prayers are being offered up to-day 
throughout the Kussian Empire for the re- 
covery of the Czar, and it is also stated that 
great impatience is manifested at the scanti- 
ness of official news sent out in regard to the 
eondition of his majesty. 

Farly this afternoon a diepatch from St. 
Petersburg announces that the latest reports 
received there from ¢tLivadia state that al- 
though the (zar was still alive he was rap- 
idly weakening. 

A strikipg fact in connection with the 
Cars ness is the difference of opinion re- 
garding the exact nature of the malady from 
which he is suffering.

ON A VACATION, 


Col. James O. Broadhead, Minister to 
Switz:rland, Returns Home. 


Col. James O. Broadhead, United States 
Minister to Switzerland, arrived at his home 
in St. Loals last Thursday, having been 
granted a forty-five days leave of absence. 
Aside from a slight cold, contracted since his 
arrival in America, Col. Broadhead looks the 
picture of health and says that the climate 
of Switzerland has agreed with him wonder- 
fully during his sixteen months’ sojourn ia 
that country. 

He says that during his stay there the 
United States Government has bad several 
minor controversies with Switzerland, some 
of which are still pending, but that the ma- 
jority af them have been amicably settied. 
The most important question that came up 
during his stay was one between Great 
Britain an e COnited States on one side 


and the Kingdom of Portugal on the other, 


before a tribunal of arbitration, and which 


is stillunsettied. It relates toa claim made 
by certain citizens of the United states re- 
gearing a raliroad which they have construct- 
ed in Western Africa which runs through 
Portuguese possessions. The company that 
bullt the road was organized in London and 
English eapital furnished the money. In- 
stead of reserting to narsher methods to 
settie the qaestion, all the parties concerned

agreed to leave it to a certain number of 
Ahe judges of the Federal Supreme Court of 
Switzerland to decide. 

One of the most troublesome of the minor 
controversies,’’ said Col. Broadhead,‘‘grows 
out of the right claimed by the Swiss Gov. 
ernment to enforce milijary service on 
the part of native swiss citizens 
who have been naturalized in the United 
States and have returned to their native 
land for business or pleasure. 

In speaking of the Swiss Government, Col. 
Broadhead says that it is one of the best he 
knows of. Education there is compulsory 
and a eitizen 20 years old is rarely found who 
is mot able to eonverse freely in both French 
and German. 

From the nature of their institutions every 
man takes an active part in public affairs. 

Col. Broadhead stated that the many 
duties he had to perform during his stay 
here would prevent him from taking any

The Celered Neighbers Missed Her But 
Thought Nethiag Unusual ef it—The

Jennie Lewis, 40 years old, an unmarried 
woman, who lived all alone in the garret of 
the house at 1907 Lucas avenue, was found 
dead on the floor of her room, at lla. m., dy 
Sergt.

THE ANTI-TRUET LaW FARCE. 

The farcical nattire of the anti-trust law 
in this city and State was fully exposed in 
the report of the situation in yesterday’s 
Post-DISPATCH. 

Circuit Attorney Zachritz has brought 
suit against a number of corporations for 
failing to comply with the provision re- 
quiring the filing of an affidavit with the 
Secretary of Btate declaring that they are 
not connected with trusts or combines to 
regulate pricés. These corporations are not 
in trudth OF combitiés, and the outcome of 
the Buits Pill be a cOmpromise by which 
the corporatidiis will comply with the 
form of the law and the Circuit Attorney 
will receive his fees 

But the Post-DisPAtcH showed that 
many corporations connected with notori- 
ous trusts and combines for the régula- 
tion of output and price are operated in 
this State in violation of the essential pro- 
visiob of the law. Among these combines 
are thé Electric Light, the Cordage, the 
Linseed Oil, the Lead, the Rubber, 
the Whisky, thé Standard Oil, the 
Sugar ahd the Cotton Oli. These 
concerns Hot only violdte the duti-trist 
law, but if they have complied with the 
formal requirement of that law, their 
mankgete are liable to prosécution for 
perjury. 

The faréicél Snfotcement of the enth 
trust law is an ifijustice to corporations 
complying with all of its provisions and 
an outrage Sn ss pie tor whose pro- 
tection from robber combines it was 
passed. It tends to bring all corporation 

laws into contempt.

in their course unmolested. 

An attorney Well versed in the provisions 
of the anti-trust law makes the following 
statement concerning this annual bringing 
of suits against the small corporations whose 
gravest offense is that they have omitted to 
Ale an aMdavit: 

A NEGLECTED Law. 

*“*Isee by the article in Friday evening's 
Fostr-Dis raten that Circult Attorney Zach- 
Frits says that be has succeeded in annulilug 
the charters of several corporations for ne- 
giecting to file the af®davit required by 
the anti-trust lav. Now, I seriously 
question it. if the charters have 
been eanceled it must have been 
for a violation of some other provision of the 
law than simply not making that affidavit. 
THAt alone is not sufficient cause for taking 
away the charter any more than the fling of 
it grants a corporation immunity tf it vio- 
lates other provisions ana does join a trust. 
This law was meant to punish corporations 
which enter into trusts; not those which 
simply neglect to file an affidavit stating 
that they have not entered into a trust. 

Ot course the failure to make such am- 
davit might be taken as prima facie evidence 
that the corporation had joined a combina: | 
tion were it not that the sete 
tiing of these cases every year 
solely upon payment of costs and the 
Cireuit Attorney's fees proved such not to be 
the case. The spirit of the law is clearly to 
prevent corporations from entering into 
pools, trusts and combinations to regulate 
the price of production, or both, of the 
article which such corporation handles. 
That itis the Circuit Attorney's business to 
enforce this law there is no doubt. Tus law 
is very plain.

May Be Ready for Distribution Before 
the Ena of the Year—Covyers All Ques- 
tions of Discipline, Rank, Precedence, 
Eto.—Prepared With Great Care den- 
eral Washington News. 


W AGHINGTON, Oet. 0.—The new army reg- 
Glations are rapidly neariag completion. 
Three-fourths ofthe entire work has been 
approved by Gen. Sehofiel4d. The balance is 
likely to be passed on by him witDin the next 
two or three weeks. It remains then only to 
have the entire work approved by the Sec- 
retary of War. The advaticed stage of the 
work makes it probable that the new volume 
will be ready for distribution before the vlose 
of the year. 

The new regulations are regarded as quite 
important, as the new tactics embrace the 
common law of the army, based on experi- 
ence, orders of the President and of the War 
Department, laws of Congress, etc. It covers 
all questions of military discipline, rank 
and precedence, appointments and promo- 
tions, uniforms and equipments, farloughs, 
desertions, post canteens, ceremonies, pay 
and allowances, flags, music and the innum- 
erable formalities which govern every branch 
ofanarmy life. Indirectly also the regula- 
tions are awaited with much interest by the 
militia and National Guard, as the State 
troops adopt the Government regulations as 
well as the tactics. 

The War Department has taken the great - 
est care preparing the new regulations. A 
board of three veteran officials, Cols. Cor- 
bin, Gilmore and Babcock,now serving as As- 
Sistant Adjutant-Gen®rals, were detailed to 
supervise the work. Lieut. John T. French, 
Who has recently completed his services as 
recorder in prepar the new infantry, 
cavalry and artillery tactics, was 
given immediate chargé of the 
work of evolving the regulations

Care has been taken to base the reguia- 
tions strictly upon the text of original or-

confined itto a succinct statement ‘of actual 
orders and laws, with the language literally 
preserved as freely as possible.
